Mr. Ambrose Bierce, whose success as 
a short story writer has been one of the lit- 
erary topics of the last year, has recently 
delivered himself of some rather scathing 
utterances on some of his fellow craftsmen, 
even bringing within the circle of his sar- 
easm such wnoffending genius as James 
Whitcomb gg, Pog e gentle author of 
Uncle Remus. r. Bierce has not long had 
a hold on the public ear. In fact his star 
is just beginning to shine in the west. He 
is not a young man and probably thinks 
he owes a grudge to the world of eastern 
letters on account of his long delayed re- 
cognition. But it is rather childish and 
ao to weary the public with such ex- 

ibitions of temper as soon as he gets a 
hearing. It is said that his excoriations of 
men and authors are regarded in San Fran- 
cisco as funny. The quality of San I*ran- 
cisco wit is probably strained and Mr. Bierce 
should not labor under the impression that 
what excites San Franciscan cachination will 
amuse the country at large. A spoiled child 


.is not interesting outside of its own nursery, 


éven when the child is upwards of forty years 
of age. ° 


In a recent “puff” circular sent out as an 
advance guard of Mr. Albert Ross’s latest 
ndvel, “any Neighbor’s Wife,” the start- 
ling announcement is made that within 
four years there have been sold upwards 
of seven hundred thousand copies of the 
novels of this American, and the fur- 
ther information is appraeee that this great 
novelist is now in the south searching for 
material for another story. 

To the honor of American literature be it 
said that even in the face of such astound- 
ing success there has arisen no respectable 
authority who has pronounced these pro- 
ductions literatue or mistaken this noto- 
riety for fame. There is nothing particu- 
larly objectionable about these novels. 
Their blemishes are not flagrant, but they 
deal with themes which require in their 
handling the utmost nicety of literary art 
and that is a faculty which their author 
does not possess. They are suggestive rather 
than bold-faced and play with dangerous 


materials for a sordid = ge It is to be 
hoped Mr. Ross will find the south 


‘barren of material for one of his nonde- 


scripts. We will not be proud of anything 
that he may write about us. 


The announcement has come from Chicago 
that a new novel will soon be issued by 
Mr. T. C. DeLeon, the author of “Four 
Years in Rebel Capitals.” Mr. DeLeon has 
written novels betore this, but we say the 
author of “Four Years in Rebel Capitals,” 
because that is the best thing he ever wrote, 
and probably the best thing that anybody 
ever wrote on that subject. If Mr. DeLeon 
will be remembered by anything he will be 
remembered by that, and if there is any 
one who has never read it, which is quite 
probable, they ought to read it. If any 
parts of his new novel are told as well and 
with as much vivacity as some parts of 
those sketches it will be a better novel than 
we have recently had. The subject of the 
new novel, “John Holden, Unionist,” is 
splendid. It would be hard to find a better 
one. Mr. DeLeon is. a native southerner, 
and will, therefore, know what he is writ- 
ing about. Those who have heretofore 
handled this theme have been, for the most 
part, of a different sectional faith from 
those who happen to know anything about 
such characters, and as a consequence we 
have been treated to some very peculiar 
creations. There were few communities in 
the south, who did not boast one or more 
such characters, and the extreme play of 
feelings and opinions to which their pres- 
Glice gave fise as well as The peculiar circum- 
stanees which brought them forth, afford an 
abundance and variety of material for a 
novelist which leaves little to be desired. 
The ground is practically untouched, which 
is another thing. in its tavor. Mr. Joel Chan- 
dler Harris has dwelt upon one phase of it 
in one or two sketches; but with this ex- 
ception the subject is comparatively new. 

~ All this is said prelipinary to a hope and 

expectation that Mr. DeLeon has given us 
a novel which will be both striking and 
true, and the best thing which he has yet 
written, 


Mr. Bret Harte has come forward with 
the statement that the civil war period 
furnishes a boundless field for the Ameri- 
can novelist. With this conviction in mind 
he has decided to de¥ote his attention to 
it in the near future, temporarilly forsaking 
the woolly west, which has come to be re- 
garded as his legitimate field of operations. 
In pursuance of this idea he is now engaged 
on a novel entitled “Miss Sally Dows.” 
We already have a slight acquaintance 
with this peculiar young person. She fig- 
ured conspicuously in a recent sketch call- 
ed “Colonel Starbottle’s Client.” From 
the foretaste of Mr. Harte’s ability to de 
rt sovthern life. given in that rather re- 
markable story, there is good warrant for 
believing that we ‘are about to be treated 
to something new under the sun. Mr. 
Harte remains wrapped in the impeuetra- 
ble gloom of London fogs, and is doubtless 
serene in the conviction that his achieve. 
ments as a war story writer will be true 
and exact. But those who will read the 
history of the subsequent proceedings of 
this young lady will doubtless fully enjoy 
the grotesque contortions of an author who 
has rashly ventured to write about a society 
of which he knows so little that he mistakes 
for its actualities the vagaries of his own 
brain.

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MIRABEAU LAMAR THE

and His Negiected Grave—Some Who 
Have Served as Governor. 


‘Galveston, Tex., January 23.—(Specia).) 
The recent sudden death of Judge L. Go. 
C. Lamar recalls to memory the ‘services 
of his distinguished relative, Mirabeau 
B. Lamar, the poet president of the repub- . 
lic of Texas, together with a host of Geor- 
gians who have been prominently’ identified 
with the history of Texas from the incep- 
tion of the revolution against Mexico down 
to the presént day. 
are soldiers, statesmen, farmers, bankers. 
and men true ‘and tried in all positions in 
life, _ this letter will attempt to briefly 
recite of the services of those promi-. 
neht‘among them. 

Mirabeau B. Lamar was born in Louis- 
ville, Ga, August 16, 1798, and belonged 
to an old (Hugengt family. In earl life 
he was private secretary to Governor 
Troupe. In 1828 he was editor of a 
state's rights paper and candidate for con- 
gress. The nominating convention impos- 
ed some conditions to-which he was unwillk. 
ing to submit and he was defeated. In 1835 
he visited. Texas an made a formal declar- 
ation to become a citizen, and in a public 
speech in the town of Wahington; advo 
cated the declaration of Texas indepen- 
dence. While revisiting hig -native state 
to complete his arrangements for removal, 
he heard of the invasion of Texas by Gen- 
eral Santa Anna, commanding the Mexican 
army, and hurried back, Janding at Velasco 
and hurrying on ,foot to the Texas army, 
then encamped at Grocés, where he en- 
listed as a private soldier. In the prelim- 
inary skirmish at San Jacinto, April 20, 
1836, Lamar greatly distinguished - himself 
by rescuing Colonel Lane who was sur- 
rendered *by a body of Mexican cavalry. 
Lamar heroically dashed over one Mexi-. 
can, killed another, and disarmed a third. 
On the next day, so famous in ‘Texas his- 
tory. Lamar commanded the. cavalry. 
General Houston, in his official report said: 
“Our cavalry, sixty-four in number, ¢om- 
manded by Colonel M. B. Lamar, whose 
gallant and daring conduct on the preceding 
day, had attracted the attention of his com- 
rades and called him to the station, placed 
on our extreme right, completed our lina. 
Qur cavalry had charged and routed that of 
the enemy upon the right, and given pursuit 
to the fighters, which did not cease until 
they arrived at the bridge.” ‘Svon after 
the bettie Lamar was invited into President 
Burnell’s cabinet and at the first election was 
chosen vice president, discharging the duties 
so satisfactorily that when President Hous- 
ton’s first term closed, he was elected pres- 
ident of the republic by a handsome majori- 
ty. At the commencement of the Mexican 
war, Lamar was appointed division inspec- 
tor under General Hendergon and at the 
taking of Monterey, behaved with conspi- 
cuous gallantry. In 1847 he whs post com- 
mander at Laredo, where he effectually held 
the Indians in check, and on his return to 
Texas, was elected to the legislature. In 
1831 he married for his second wife, Miss 
Maflit, a daughter of the celebrated: Rev. 
John Newland Maffit, and sister of the late 
commander J, N. Mafiit, of the confederate 
navy, and settled on his plan Gon near 
Richmond, Fort Bend coufty. After this, 
he was for a short period, United; States 
minister to Argentina. He died at. Rich-. 
mond, 'Tex., December 19, 1859, add his 
remains rest in the cemetery at that pla 
in a sadly neglected grave. Cr 

A mournful interest is attached to the 
name of James Fannin, a hative o 
Georgia; and who received a military edu- 
cation at West Point. -He came to Texas 
in the fall of 1834 with money 
partly furnished by ‘friends to purchase 
slaves, imported fiom Africa, -and open 
a plantation. When hostilitics against Mex- 
ico began he raised a-company and fought 
the battle of Conception, where he won the 
ndmiration of the army. In February, 
1836, Fannin was elected colonel of volun- 
teers, at Goliad, by the Georgia battalion, 
and shortly afterwards fought the battle of’ 
Colila. He +*hen surrendered to the Mex- 
ican forces, and on the 27th of March he 
and his men were murdered hy the Mex- 
icans under Geaeril Unea, near Goliad, in 
violation of the terms of surrender, only a 
very few escapiig. 

illiam Barrett Travis and James Bowie, 
who lost their lives at the storming of the 
alano, by Santa Anna, were both natives of 
Georgia; Albert C. Horton, once governor 
of the state; Robert M. Williamson, better 
known as “three legged Willie,” a distin- 
guished lawyer and priest; Hugh McLeod, 
‘a gallant officer ii. the armies of the re- 
ublic and the southern confederacy; Colonel 

ard, Captain Randal Jones, Benjamin C. 
Franklin, William Hi. Jack, James Willie, 
once attorney genera! of the state, and ex- 
Governor George T. Ward were also natives 
of Georgia. ; : : 

The living Georg!ans, prominent in the 
affairs of the state and the nation can thus 
be briefly mentioned. 

Richard B. Hubbard, a graduate of the 
Mercer univ tsity end the Harvard law 
school, came to Texas in 1853, elector on 
the Breckiaridge ticket in 1860, colonel of 
the Twenty-second Texas Infantry during 
the civil war, elected lieutenant governor in 
1873, re-elected in 1876, became governor 
by the resignation of Hon. Richard Coke, 
January 1, 1877, minister to Japan during 
President Cleveland’s administration. Re- 
sides at Tyler, Texas. . “2 

Asa Hoxie Willie, .born in Wilkes county, 
Georgia, October 11, 1829, and educated 
in Washing-on in that state, came to 
Texas in 1846 and located near. the town of 
Independence, admitted to the bar in 
1847. before he had attained the age of 
twenty-one years, was an officer on the 
staff of vieneral Gregg during the <ivil 
war. In 1856 he was elected associate jus- 
tice of the supreme court, but was re- 
moved by the militi.y authorities “as an 
impediment to reconstruction.” ‘Then re- 
moved to Galveston and resumed. the prac- 
tice of law. Was elected to congress in 
1872. and at the expiration of his term de- 
clined a re-election. In November, 1882, 
he was elected chief justice of the state 
supreme court anc resigned after several 
years service ty» return to the practice of law 
at Galveston, where he now resides. e 

William S. Herndon, another native 
Georgian, came to Texas with bis parents 
in 1851, and began the practice of the law 
at ‘Tyler under the greatest difficulties. 
During the civil war he served in the con- 
federate army, attaining the rank of cap- 
tain and at the close of hostilities resum- 
ed his law practice. He was elected to the

This he managed 
to do even in times of great stringency, and 
while he collected from his customers he 
retained their good will and patronage. 

These simple rules, in addition to honesty 
and fair dealings, have not only prospered 
him in all his enterprises, but have made 
him the possessor of a large and constant- 
ly increasing wealth. 

Mr. Hirsch is recognized today as one 
of the foremost citizens of Atlanta. He 
takes an‘active part in all the public meet- 
ings of the city, and is a leading spirit in

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SHALL WE ANNEX OUR ANXIOUS NEIGHBOR 


The Islands and Their People-A. Compre- 
hensive Survey of the Situation and 
the Annexation Question. 


San Diego, Cal., February 3.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—-The Thetis returning 
from Pequina Bay and other points .of 
survey off the coast of lower California 
finds news of the revolution in Hawaii. 
The survey of a cable route to Honolulu 
last spring made our crew acquainted with 
that group of interesting islands. Amid 


the excitement incident to affairs here and 


expected orders it is difficult to present the 
full case in regard to Hawaii. The follow- 
ing, howevér, will cover the main points 
of interest: | 

The Hawaiian or Sandwich islands are 
gaining fast in international importance. 
For fifteen years, as a coaling station for 
monthly steamers from Sydney to San Fran- 
cisco, they have been getting somewhat 
familiarly known to the British public. 
American tourists, attracted by voleanic dis- 
plays, visit them in considerable numbers 
by the fortnightly steamers. For severeal 
reasons they have for sothe years attracted 
special political attention. from the United 
States, and: since the proposal to annex 
them to the United States they will attract 
much more. A vety important part of the 
commerce of the Pacific coast is with 
Hawaii. 

Americans traveling westward find their 
splendid empire culminating in beauty and 
then breaking short off at the Golden Gate, 
voyage out, and, after six days of westward 
steaming 2,100 miles without fear of reef 
or rock, the horizon is broken by high rugged 
mountains that on the chart are mere dots. 
It is the civilized, hospitable, Americaniged 
little kingdom, the other day Kalakaua’s, 
then presided over by her gracious majesty, 
Liliuokalani, now aspiring to be United 
States territory. 

Liliuokalani is less intricate than it may 
look. Try this—Lil-lee-woke-a-lanny. 
Accent firmly the ee and run the whole 
glibly off the tongue. It. means lily of the 
sky. The queen has hitherto been commonly

known by foreigners as Princess Lydia, 
or as Mrs. Dominis. She is past her fiftieth 
year, in fairly good health, of comely per- 
son and pleasant address. Her husband, 
long known as Governor Dominis, but, tak- 
ing rank upon the queen’s accession as 
prince consort, is a prudent, agreeable gen- 
tleman of American birth and Honolulu 
mercantile education. .John O. Dominis for 
thany years held the office of governor of 
Oahu. They have been married over thirty 
years and have no children. 

Mrs. Vominis long held a prominent place 
in Honolulu society, associating from youth 
with the more cultivated ladies of the capi- 
tal, among whom, like Queen Emma, and 
the late Princess Pauahi Bishop, of honored 
memory, she received her early education. 
She has a perfect use of English, a good 
literary, and an especially good musical 
culture. Her manner is peculiarly win- 
ning, her bearing noble and becorhing, the 
latter a characteristic of Hawaiian royalty. 
Few persons were ever more stately and im- 
pressive than many of the old royal chiefs 
could be upon occasion. 

Besides a small private fortune the prin- 
cess as heir presumptive for many years 
enjoyed a stipend of $5,000. As queen she 
received $20, per annum. A sumptuous 
palace is also maintained for the sovereign’s 
use. Besides all this is the life use of the 
income of the crown lands, amounting to 
perhaps $75,000 per annum. These pro- 
visions may be regarded as ample for pur- 
poses of royal state and hospitality in so 
small a kingdom, although the former king, 
Kalakaua, could never make ends meet, 
any more than his admired friend, the 
princ’& of Wales. 

In religious affiliation the Princess Lydia 
continued to adhere to the persuasion of the 
earlier generation of thiefs, declining to 
follow Pe cngrom asap , and ag in 
coining the Anglican owship. e King 
pees Se and the Ded A WP ahi she re- 
tained her seat in the old stone church, 
connected with the American mission. For 
some years she has pen a member of the 
Woman’s Board of Missions, and an inter- 
ested participant in their meetings. 

Central Position of Hawaii. 

The essential public interest attaching to 
Hawaii grows out of its central position in 
the commerce of the Pacific ocean. Hono- 
lulu is exactly in the track of all steamers 
sailing to Australasia from San Francisco 
or Puget sound. The trade on this line is 
between kindred peoples now only in the 
gristle, but already includes one line of 
monthly steamers with other lines in 
early prospect. What will this trafic be 
come when the two or three millions of 
English-peaking people on either coast 
shall have multiplied many fold? 

Even more precisely is Honolulu in the 
direct route of one part of that enormous 
traffic of Atlantic to Pacific ports which 
eagerly awaits the cutting of the Nicaragua 
ship canal, to burst into an impetuous tide 
through the isthmus. All the trade with 
China and Japan.from American ports on 
the Atlantic must take the Nicaragua route. 
It is this large movement of ocean com- 
merce impending in the immediate future, 
which lends the most serious importance 
to the political relations of the waiian 
kingdom. Every ship from the Atlantic 
crossing the Pacific to Asia will naturally 
sight the Hawaiian islands, and every 
steamer will be likely to replenish her coal 
bunkers at Honolulu. This fact will 
render the political condition and interna- 
tional relations of Hawaii of importance. 

It is further. seen upon the accompanying 
map, that although not upon the_shortest 
or “great circle” route between California 
and China, Honolulu is practicatly a con- 
venient port of call for steamers upon that 
line. as many of them now do call. This 
tendency will increase with the coming 
growth of Honolulu os a general calling 
and coaling station. It is also a natural 
port of call and supply for ships to China 
from Callio and Valparaiso . onolulu is 
thus seen to be the great crossroads of 
the Pacific commeree: : 

More than this, Honolulu is the only cross- 
roads of the north Pacific—and the north 
Pacific will be the chief region of commercc. 
This port is wholly alone in its command- 
ing position. It has absolutely no “orm- 
petitor. ron thé Marquesas to the 
Alentians, Hawaii is the only land in that 
tremendous ocean expanse west of Ameri- 
ea where a ship can call within a space of 
4.500 miles from San Francis¢o ahd 6.200 
from Nicaragua. At those distances, but 
far south of the route, lies the poor little 
haven of Jaluit, and a little beyond it, that 
of Strong's island.

The larger part of the 
steamers crossing the Pacific will find it 
expedient to coal at Honolulu. It seems 
certain that nearly all those to and from 
Nicaragua will do so. Within ten years, 
Honolulu will clearly have to provide for 
the accommodation of from twenty to thir- 
ty large steamers per month, together with 
that of the colliers supplying them, and this 
in addition to her present trade. 

his will be a formidable increase of bus- 
iness, and must materially affect the com- 
mercial, and with them the poltical rela- 
tions of Hawaii. The amount of tonnage 
likely to come through the canal soon after 
its opening is roughly estimated at ten mil- 
lion tons per annum. This is equivalent to 
five ships of three thousand tons per day, 
together with fifteen — of one thousand 
tons. This will steadily and rapidly in- 
crease, as has done the Suez tratlic. Now 
it seems not unfair to estimate that one 
tenth of this tonnage will be in the Asiatic 
trade, and will coal at Honolulu. This al- 
lows for the large proportion of American 
trade with Asia by way of tue Pacific coast, 
and remaining on the great circle route. 
These visiting ships at Honolulu will be 
mainly British bottoms, with many German 
and French. The Atlantic states will sup- 
ply much of the cargoes. but for lack of 
American = rg ad cargoes will, for a 
ime, go in forei ttoms. 
wie favorable position of Honolulu will be 
materially enhanced by the absolute neces- 
sity of using those islands as the intersect- 
ing point for teleghaphic cables across the 
Pacific. It is obvious that all cables be 
tween Australia and the North American 
Pacific coast must make Honolulu their 
first station. As to cables to Asia, the 
route by way of the Aleutian islands has 
been thought to compete strongly with that 
via Honolulu, both on account of directness, 
and on account of permitting land lines for 
portions of the route. The stormy and in- 
clement character of that route is a serious 
objection. A more decisive obstacle has 
arisen in the discuvery of such an extent 
of extreme depth of water northeast of Ja- 
pan, that a cable cannot be laid there. 
This appears conclusively to determine the 
route of all trans-Pacific cables to be by 
way of Honolulu. 


Political Changes Foreshadowed. 


Such extensive commercial changes and 
developments as thus foreshadowed mst 
involve serious political changes for Hawaii. 
The vast commerce about to traverse the 
Pacific will impériously detiand adequate 
shelter and protection at the common port 
of supply. Honolulu. A government must 
exist there so strong as to assure complete 
security from disturbers within er aggres- 
sors without. Such government must. pos- 
sess sufficient enterprise and ability to fur- 
nish and maintain the largest conveniences 
and facilities of every kind to the ships call- 
ing there. The great hotel of the Paciuc 
must be in charge of some party who knows 
‘how to keep hotel.”’ 

ithe “Rinlomstic relations of the United 
States towards the Hawaiian kingdom have 
been tending towards the exclusive right of 
the United States to a fortified naval sta- 
tion at the islands and to securing tne con- 
trol of the foreign pclicy of the Hawaiian 
government. :

The annex- 
ation of outlying countries is a policy that 
finds little favor with the American pub- 
lic. The present movement towards the 
annexation of *Iawaii as a state o- as 4% 
territory may encounter a great weight of 
opposition in the senate. 

erica has hithertu been to Hawaii a 
friend of anexanpled generosity and in- 
dulgence. But they may most naturally 
distrust any respect being paid to Hawaii 
in time of war, huwever capuble and effi- 
cient the little kingdom t prove itself 
to be in time of peace. It will not be 
strange if an early dete witnesses a change 
of policy when eflorts to secure a mere 
lodgement for naval supply and security 
will be exchanged for more positive action.

They had no sooner crossed the frontier than 
a number of police officers in citizens’ dress 
entered their carriage and informed thém 
that fhey were prisoners of state. Arrived at 
Kief they were at once confronted by General 
Browdenki and subjected to a rigid cross-ex- 
amination. 

The general’s wife. upon seeing her hus- 
band, assumed a defiant attitudgand cross- 
ing her arms over her breast st boldly 
and said: “I am a nihilist. and I will not re- 
veal one single word of what I know.” 

The general tried his best to move her, but 
on receiving defiant answers finally got so en- 
raged that he drew his sword and plunged it 
into his wife’s heart, killing her instantly. 
The nihilist was carried off to St. Petersburg, 
where he is now imprisoned. 

The czar, it is said, dismissed General 
Browdenki, maintaining that an officer who 
allowed his wife to be abducted by thé very 
eneiny whom he was sworn to fight, and who 
afterward killed his wife without making an 
atteflipt to wring from her the secrets she 
possessed, was unworthy of confidence.

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PRIDE MAKES. HIM TOE THE MARK 
Soldiers Dread Being Held in Reserve While 
the Enemy Is Shooting at Them— 


How does it feel to be shot at? What. 


are the sensations of a man when the bulk- 
lets are whistling about him and the cannons 
are thundering and the shells burstiug? 

War is a memory to the veterans of a 
quarter of a century ago. To the new,gener- 
ation it is simply history. Younger men 
look at it as astronomers do at the constel- 
lations—through a telescope. The lenses 
of one are paper bags; of the other, glass; 
Both are more or less finely ground. — 

“You do not think much about it at the 
time,” said General Phil Cook a day or two 
ago, referring to .the sensations under a 
hot fire. “You know that there is danger 
but you are thinking of gaining some point, 
of driving the enemy back or something of 
that kind. A man realizes that. there is 
danger, of course, and that somebody will 
get. killed. So you know every day that some- 
body will die,that somebody somewhere will 
be in a railroad collision or be run over or fall 
off a building or get drowned, but you al- 
ways feel that it will be another man and 
not yourself. I had a presentment once that 
I would be shot in a certain fight and before. 
going in I gave my watch and some papers 
to our commissary. I went through the 
fight without being scathed. I was shot 
three or. four times and sometimes pretty 
badly. Once when’ a: yankee bullet struck 
me in the leg and broke it. I was flat of 
my back for four hours before the litter 
bearers came. A part of the time the fir 
ing was hot all around. It was at night. 
I knew that I was not going to die and in 
the whole war there was nothing in my ex- 
perience more sad than to hear the groans 
and the prayers of the wounded who were 
all around. And not one man was prayiug 
for himself, but all for the army or the 
south .or victory. It was ‘God bless our 
army’ or ‘God give us victory.’ The sol- 
diers were not thinking of themselves. Their 
country was dearer than their lives.” 

“It depends very much -I should say on 
Wa: (ae 
Wright remarked. “A nervous man may 
think of danger to himself, but even his 
attention will be distracted when the engage- 
ment around him gets hot-and his command 
is brought into the worst of it. Pride in- 
spires a man. Pride in his own manhood 
fires him to rush into the thickest of the 
battle when the command is given. The 
most trying experience is to be held in re- 
serve. under fire. ‘To feel that death is, in

is the greatest test, I should say, of a sol- 
diers’ courage. I remember lying on the 
edge of a woods in the seven day’s fight 
and being held in reserve all day long. ‘The 
firing of the enemy was terrific. They were 
endeavoring to drive us out of the woods. 
Shot and shell rained through the trees that 
day. Men dropped behind anything that 
grew out of the ground. The man ahead 
of me was behind a tree lying down flat and 
I told him to keep ‘his feet close together 
SO as to protect my head. That experience 
Was more deiorauzing than a charge. Au 
advance is not anything like so bad a§ fall- 
ing back. You feel that you will, bé shot 
in the back every minute. Holding an :in- 
treuchment is not the pleasantest dmy in 
the world either. thy 
armies were in entrenchments witht a 
quarter of a mile of each other for a loug 
tme. If a man showed his head tweuty 
shots came at it quick asa wink. When we 
went in we had to stay there from morning 
to night. Kelief coula not come during the 
day. The night the mine was sprung hy 
Grant’s men the explosion was terrific. “ The 
enemy pushed negro treops into the breach 
and they ‘vent right into the pit. They were 
caught like rats in a trap. The Alabama 
regiment under which the mine was ex- 
ploded was torn all to pieces, but fresh men 
were thrown forward, the ranks were filled 
and the enemy were shot as fast as they 
came up.” 

General Lewis, Atlanta’s postmaster was 
on the other side and &e knows how the 
southern soldiers fired. He had an expe- 
rience during the seven days’ fight. He was 
ordered one day to hold an oy space. As 
he got his men on the groutfd the confede- 
him. He ordered his 
men to lie flat down. Still the carnage was 
frightful. To give an idea, there were 
five brothers and a cousin who went in with 
the regiment and every one was killed that 
day. The entire family was wiped out, an 
occurrence which probably did not have a 
parallel during the war. More than half 
the men in one company twere killed and 
hardly a commissioned officer in the regiment 
survived. A lieutenant was killed beside 
General Lewis and he did not notice it until 
he felt the warm blood on his arm. It had 
sdturated his coat. 

Colonel George H. Jones was a scout and 
had many thrilling experiences. A big price 
was set on his head. The other day an old 
negro entered his office at the statehouse. 
Colonel Jones greeted him warmly. “I cav 
never forget that boy. e protected my 
wife and bome all the time | was away and a 
brother could not have been more faithful.

There are many aduiterations given as pres- 
ent in. snuff and certain forms of tobacco or 
mixtures, but I have never seen a statement 
made that oplum in any form or in any com- 
bination was ever used or ever found as an 
adulteration in tobacco, coming from any 
authority. I have never met a chemist who 
expressed the opinion that cigarettes contain 
opium. I have never believed that they did, 
for many reasons; I have never found it

After the ¥ per 
was ioe the arsenic would be lost, but I 
found no arsenic in the paper, and cannot 
conceive of any purpose which ip could serve 
there, nor any purpose which white lead 
could serve there. As a matter of fact, I 
find none, and never heard of any being found 
by any one. 

This testimony, it must be borne in mind, 
is not merely a personal Opinion, or a state- 
ment made from a prejudiced standpoint. 
It is the actual facts of a thorough analyt- 
ical investigation by a chemist whose repu- 
tation is high, and who risks his reputation 
on his statement before a congressional 
committee. 

Further testimony on the same subject is 
gleaned from the following reports of state 
chemical bureaus who have been instructed 
to analyze cigarettes. Professor Willis G. 
Tucker, of New York state board of health, 
makes this report, based on an investigation 
of the leading brands of cigarettes bought 
on 4he market without the knowledge of 
the manufacturers. 

On searching the chemical, 
scientific journals and textbooks, no definite 
statement could be found to the effect that 
opium or other poisonous drugs or com- 
pounds were employed in the manufacture of 
cigarettes, or that the paper in which they 
are wrapped is contaminated by arsenic, or 
purposely impregnated therewith, or with 
other poisonous substances, nor were any 
analytical results found recorded showing 
that such is the case. Nevertheless, state- 
ments. of this kind are frequently made in the 
newspapers on no other authority, and these 
statements, being carelessly repeated about 
from mouth to mouth, come at iast,,with no

The Jewish-American citizen has made

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Hrs. H. G. Allen Jumps in Front of a 
Train and Is Killed. 


HER HUSBAND'S DEATH THE CAUSE 


And in a Fit of Despondency She 
Sought Death. 


FOLLOWED THE EXAMPLE OF A FRIEND 


Whe Killed Herself in Buffalo Several 
Years Agc—She Le't a Letter—She 
Is a Sister of Mr. J. A. H. Bell. 
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The body of Mrs. M. G. Allen, a lady 
fifty-six years of age, who was suffering 
from melancholia, was ground to pieces 
beneath the wheels of engine No. 300, of 
the Central railroad, where she had 
thrown herself with the evident purpose 
of ending her life, yesterday aftern.0n 
just before 5 o'clock. 

The horrible mangling occurred in 2 
deep cut about half way between the lit- 
the depot at West End and the depot at 
the stopping place at McCool’s. The en- 
gine which did the frightful work was en- 
gaged in switching between Atlanta and 
Hapeville and in the Mitchell street yards. 
It was in charge of Engineer D. M. Wal- 
lace, one of the most reliable men on the 
road. Conductor Albert Maner had 
charge of the train'of loaded cars attached 
to the locomotive. It was en route to 
East Point with its load when the acci- 
dent happened. 

The body was mangled beyond recogni- 
tion almost. A bloody hole had been 
pierced in the right side of the head by 
some sharp, heavy projectile, the head 
was nearly severed from the body and the 
limbs and body were mashed and man- 
gied in a manner sickening to behold. 
Her identity was disclosed to the train 
crew and to the crowd of morbid specta- 
tors who qui gathered by a linen 
handkerchief in her pocket, with the name 
worked in raised letters, “Emma Allen.” 

Who She Was. 

The dead lady was a sister of Mr. 
James A. H. Bell, manager of the Georgia 
Soap Company, of this city, who resides 
at 79 Lee street, West End. She was a 
widowed lady, just past fifty years of 
age, and had no children. 

Atlanta was not Mrs. Allen’s home, she 
having lived with her husband in Ohio 
before his death occurred eighteen 
months ago. At his death she was left 
alone, childless. She continued to live 
at. her old home after her husband's 
death, spending considerable of her time 
visiting among her relatives. 

She owned a splendid farm in the Mi-: 
ami valley, at Yellow Springs, O., con- 
sisting of 360 acres of rich farming lands. 
Despite her comfortable circumstances 
she was fir from happy- 

She had been deeply attached to her 
husband, and after his death she began 
to suffer from acute melancholia. , She 
was exceedingly despondent at times, and 
at times she talked in a dreamy, fitghty 
manner. She was not at all violent, and 
when recalled to her senses by thos? dbout 
her became all right. : 

A. year ago she came to Atlanta and 
spent four months with her ‘brother at 
West End, After returning to her home 
she grew still more down-hearted and de- 
spondent. She spent hours alone in. si- 
lent meditation, and her mind became af- 
fected by her morbid thoughts. She and 
her husband having no children, had 
loved each other devotedly, and when she 
was called upon to mourn his death the 
blow was too great for her. 

She Comes Back to Atlanta. 
Mr. Bell heard of her increasing morbid 


tendencies, and thought that a change of 
scene and the society of relatives might 


serve to distract her thoughts from her | 


sad bereavement of which she incessantly 
thought, hewenttoher homeat Yellow 
Springs, and two weeks ago last night re- 
turned tohishomeat¥West End, bringing 
her with him. The change of scene and soci- 
ety did her no good. Her mind constantly 
dwelt upon her husband’s death. Nothipg 
could distract her. She sat in the room 
with her bro and members of his fami- 
ly, but seem blivious of their presence. 
Often she talked in a wild, incoherent way. 
She Lea es Home. 

About 4:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
she slipped out the back door of her broth- 
ers house and disappeared. She walked 
rapidly toward the railroad track, which is 
about three hundred yards from Mr. Bell’s 
house.* She was seén walking up the 


street. 

She walked dowr the track and about 
three hundred yards below the West End 

ae she stopped and listened.

She leaped down the side of the cut, and 
stumbling, almost fell as she reached the 
bottom. ed her footing and 
stood for an instant on the track. She 
then stepped to the side of the rail.

of her she threw herself on the track. An 
instant and the locomotive ‘struck her. 
A Horrible Sight 

Engineer Wallace reversed his ine, 
and a few feet from the mangled y 
of the unfortunate lady the train came to a 
standstill. The engineer, Conductor Maner 
and the crew went back to where she lay, 
torn, mangled and mashed in a sickening 
manner. She was bloody and scrushed be. 
yond recognition. 

Some one in the crowd identified her as 
Mr. Bell’s sister. Mr. Bell was notified 
and he sent for Wylie & Barclay, the under- 
takers, to take charge of the remains. In 
an hour after the accident the remains were 
in Wylie Barclay’s establishment. 

Coroner Paden went ont in a wagon 
from Mr. Patterson’s, but found the body

A Conference on Silver. 

It it is said that there is to be an im- 
portant conference here on the silver ques- 
tion next week. It is also said that Messrs. 
Dickinsop, Whitney and Lamont are ex- 
pected to be here at the time to advise 
with the two wings of the democratic party 
on. this subject and endeavor to effect a com- 
promise. The gold men simply want the 
Sherman law repealed. They oppose coin- 
ing the silver now in the treasury. The free 
coinage men, on the other hand, insist upon 
the coinage of the silver now in the treasury 
and want a provision in the bill for the 
continued monthly coinage of silver. They 
will agree to nothing less than this. 

The bill can be passed through the house, 
but the best opinion is that the chances are 
against the passage of any bill by the 
senate. 

Senator Hill has given notice that he 
will call up his bill to repeal the Sherman 
law in the sepate on Monday next and ask 
for a vote upon it. Just what the two 
wings in the senate will do on this ques- 


tion has not been agreed upon, but the } 


chances are that no vote can be reached 
on Monday and probably not at all. 
Mr. Hatch Is Confident. 

Mr. Hatch, of Missouri, is confident that 
the anti-option bill will pess the house and 
go to the president. Mr. Hatch is an en- 
thusiast on this stbject and he is a fighter 
with the reputation of never having re- 
treated. He says the anti-vption bill will 
pass regardless of the consequences, 

In explainiug the parliamentary situa- 
tion of the hill to me today he said: ‘The 
committee on agriculture have reported the 
bill back to the house and it is now on the 
union calendar.

There 
can be no filibustering in the committee of 
the whole, provided a quorum is present 
and a quortim wil: be present.

_ “Will you endeavor to pass the bill on 
Monday under suspension of the rules?” I 
asked. 

“T do: not intend to expese my plan of 
action to the Spponents of the bill. The 
agriculture committee will mect early Mon- 
day morning ‘aad decide what shall be done. 
We may attempt to pass it’ under suspen- 
sion of the rules,.and we may not, but I 
repeat. the bill will. pass.” 

“Do you think the president will sign 
it?” 

“I cannot answer that. Newspapers that 
pretend to know say the president will veto 
the bill. He may and he may not. It 
will certainly go to the white house.” 

It is beginning to look like Mr. Hatch is 
correct, though there are many who hold 
that the bill nas no chance of passing the 
house. In the haods of any other man than 
Mr. Hatch it might be defeated, but he is 
a man of courage and tenacity. He is de- 
termined to Sght the bil! through the house, 
let the consequences be what they may. 
He would even force an extra session be- 
fore he would give up the fight at this 
stage. Everybody knows this and it may 
be the opponents of the bill, after a vigo- 
rous struggle for a short while, will take 
the chances of the president vetoing it. 

Opposicion to Jackseon’s Confirmation. 


There is a good deal of quiet opposition 
among the democrats in Washington to the 
confirmation of Judge Jackson as associ- 
ate justice of the supreme court: The dem- 
ocrats do not like the decisions he has ren- 
dered on election cases. They remember 
how these decisions werg cited by the re- 
publieans in the Reed congress. At the 
time these decisions were referred to in 
the house, there was much indignation ex- 
pressed among the democrats toward Judge 
Jackson and they have since claime@? that 
while he might not be:a republican, certain- 
ly he was not a democrat. But the talk of 
the opposition to Judge Jackson is not in- 
dulged in publicly by either senators or 
members. They do not desire to defeat 
his nomination if Mr. Cleveland desires him 
on the supreme beneh. The news comes 
from New York this evening that Mr. 
Cleveland is highly gratitied at the appoint- 
ment of Judge Jackson, and said that it 
would bave been impossible to select a man 
better fitted for the office. When this in- 
formation is communieated to the demo- 
crats it is probable that they will not fight 
Judge Jackson’s confirmation, though many 
of them would like to. E. W. B.

Cardinal Gibbon's Caused a Little Sen- | 
sation Among His Churchmen 


WHEN THEY FOUND THAT THE LETTER 


Sent to the Pope Had Never Been 
Delivered to His Holiness. 


THE CARDINAL'S NOTE TO ARCHBISHOPS 


Asking Their Opinions, Now That an Apos- 
tolic Delegate Has Been Appointed, if 
the Letter Should Be Delivered. 


Cutca go, ebruary 4.—When the news 
was cabled from Rome that, Monsiguur 
Satolli had been appointed permanent apos- 
tolic delegate to the Koman Catholic church 
of America. friends of Archhishoy Corri- 
gan, of New York. nearly all regarded it 
as in the nature of a rebuke to that eecle- 
siastic. On the other hand the followers 
of Archbishop Ireian@, of St. Paul, insisted 
that it carried with ifan endorsement of lat- 
ter attitude ¢ church matters. Monsignor 
Satolli has received from Cardinal Rampolla 
the papal document establishipg a perma- 
nent apostolic delegation in the United 
States. As soon as spring opens the papal 
delegate will start on an extra tour over 
the United States. He will visit bishops 
and their dioceses in order to become more 
familiar with the ehurch in this country. 
The press of the country, both clerical and 
secular, were filled with opinions and state- 
nents of priests and laymen as to the effect 
Monsignor Satolli’s appointment would have 
on waring factions in the church. A con- 
census of opinion tended to the belief that 
now that an apostolic delegate had been 
placed in this country the hierarchy would 
be more conservative in action and in 
time become reconciled and united. ‘The re- 
cent article in The Chicago Sunday Post, 
in which Archbishop Corrigan was accused 
of conspiracy and misrepresentation of facts 
in regard to the ecclesiastical matters, has 
caused further ill feeling. Iriends of Arch- 
bishop lreland were jubilant over the alleged 
exposure of intimidation, conspiracy and 
duplicity on the part of Archbishop Cor- 
rigan. Friends of the latter declared that 
the article was false and malicious. Under 
the counsel and admonition of diplomatic 
leaders the waring elements might not still 
have been subdued, but for the following let- 
ter addressed to every archbishop in the 
United States which has found its way 
into the hands of the United Press: 


The Cardinal's Letter. 

Cardinal’s Residence, 408 North Charles 
Strect, Baltimore, Md., January 19, 1893.—My 
Dear Archbishop: On the morning of the 4th 
of Januafy last, I posted an official letter to 
his holiness in the name of the archbishop, 
in care of Dr. O'Connell, in which I set forth 
the reason of the conference of archbishops 
at New York relative to the appointment of a 
permanent apostolic delegate for the country. 
It has now reached Rome and Dr. O'Connell 
cables me to know whether, in view of the 
recent action of the hely father appointing 
the delegate, the letter ought to be presented 
to his huliness or withheld. I would be much 
obliged to your grace if you will telegraph or 
write me immediately what you think ought 
to be done. I remain of your grace, your 
friend, J. CARDINAL GIBBONS,

In the meantime a dis- 
patch came from Rome from Dr. O’Connell 
himself, announcing that Monsignor Satolli 
had received the appointment of permanent 
apostolic delegate, and this some two weeks 
before the report of the New York confer- 
ence came to his hand for delivery to the 
holy father. The inference is apparently 
clear that information in regard to the oppo- 
sition of the American hierarchy was pur- 
posely withheld in order to give the minor- 
ity time to represent to the pope that the 
sentiment was entirely in favor_of the ap- 
pointment. Dr. O’Connell himself _was 
first to announce the appointment of Mon- 
signor Satolli, through a cable to the Cath- 
olic university at Washington. Now that 
the fact has been accomplished. the ‘vati- 
can remaining in ignorance of the true state 
of affairs, Cardinal Gibbons announces that 
the report has at last reached Rome-and 
wishes to know if it would be worth while, 
in the opinion of his brother archbishops, to 
let his holiness know of the true sentiment 
of the hierarchy in regard to the appoint- 
ment’ of an apostolic delegate. Does not 
that smack strongly of conspiraicy? Mark 
my word. A majority of the archbishops 
will insist on the report being represented 
to his holiness, even at this late day. I be 
lieve the holy father will be surprised when 
he reads the report und wili without doubt 
take some measures to rebuke the people 
who have misrepresented to him the affairs 
of the churct, in the United States, and will 
also censure Cardinal G*bbons for withhold- 
ing the 'report of the arch-episcopal confer- 
ence until the apostolic delegate has been 
appointed.” 

It will be seen from the above that the 
end of the controversy has not been reached.

HOLDING UP TRAINS. 


The Sheriffs of South Carolina Eugaged in 
the Kube Burrows's Act. 

Cotumbia, S..C., February 4.—(Special.) 
The arrest by the state government of a 
railroad train is now getting to be a matter 
of almost daily occurrence, aud the situa- 
tion is growing in ‘interest. The recent 
instructions by Governor Tillman tq sher- 
iffs to swing on. to the property of roads 
that have not paid their taxes regardless 
of the United States court seems destined 
to result in grave complications. As the 
only railroad of those that are being beset, 
which is not in the hands of a receiver, 
and consequently under United States con- 
trol, is the Atlantic Coast Line, there is 
@ prospect that tere will be a decided 
clash of authorities. 

At Anderson today Sheriff Gaines “ar- 
rested” a freight train and locked the en- 
gine to the track, the rear boxes being 
across the street* cfossing. He refused a 
request to remove it therefrom, fearing 
that the train would escape, and was ac- 
cordingly arrested by the city authorities 
for obstructing fhe streets. ‘lhe rberiff ¥s 
endeavoring to get instructions from the 
governor, but fhe latter is on his farm in 
Kdgefield county. 

Last night Sileriff Nauce, of Abbeville, 
was at Hodges and prepared to swoop 
down xp on the first train. upon the Rich- 
mond and Danville road that came in sight, 
Tr: as the trainmen got wind of his inten- 
tion the sheriff made a disastrous failure, 
as the erstwhile snail-like freight dashed 
by at the rate of thirty miles an hour. The 
sheriff had to clear the track, which he did 
graceiuiiy in tiie presence of the populace 
of Hodges. 3 

Sheriff Nance, however, got even today. 
The railrdad men thought he had left town 
and incautiously stopped the train, when it 
was promptly captured by the sheriff. 
The train belopgs to one of the roads that 
are in the care of the United States gov- 
ernment and that have paid the amount 
of taxes as claimed by them to be due. 

Another Richmond and Danville freight 
train was levied on by Sheriff Riser at 
Newberry today for $1,500, the balance 
of taxes claimed by the state to be due for 
1891-92. 

When the Columbia freight arrived at 
Newberry the sheriff took charge of it and 
fastened it to the track. He also took pos- 
session of the passenger coach on the Co- 
lumbia, Newberry and Laurens road and 
fastened it to the track. Passengecs for 
Laurens had to take the second-class car. 

The railroad authorities have taken no 
steps towards having the cars released.

Loading Gunpowder Shells on the Vesuvius 
at Port Royal

morning, but remaified in the lower harbor 
Marking out the course off.the bay point. 
&ll hands aboard the Vesuvius were em- 
ployed in moving five gunpowder charged 
shells from the litter to the deck of the 
vessel and ‘replacing the wooden filling of 
the shells with Portland cement. The 
lighter carrying the loaded shells which was 
moored a few hundred yards up the river, 
again drifted loose this morning. The timeiy 
ve of Lieutenant Dodd in the Wahan- 
etta alone saved her from being left strandcd 
high and dry on shore by the falling tide. 
The lighter was towed alongside of the Ve- 
suvius by the Wahanetta and the gunpowder 
shells lifted to the latter boat’s deck. 

Gunpowder shells are very different in ap- 
pearance from dummy projectiles. The nose 
and tail piece are of brightly polished brass, 
the body of the shel! of better tube and 
steel and the whole projectile exhibits a 
superior order of workmanship. The shells 
were taken from their boxing and stood on 
end to prevent possible accident. The cyl- 
indrical wooden pieces with which the shells 
are filled were remuved and the space ieft 
vacant filled with Portland cement, giving 
the projectiles a weight similar to those 
filled with gun cotton. Everything will be in 
readiness for the experiment which will begin 
again Monday.

AFTER THEIR INVESTIGATION. 


The Committee That Went to Cuba to Look 

After Cuirantine Regulations Report. 

Washington, February 4.—Senator Call, 
from the committee on immigration, today 
made a report to the senate on the examina- 
tion made by the joint congressional com- 
mittee that investigated the quarantine sys- 
tem between the West Indies and Florida 
during the holidays. . The report. states 
that there is great danger of the intro- 
duction of yellow fever‘into the United 
States from these islands by inimigration 
and commerce and recommends a liberal 
appropriation to maintain a thorough quar- 
antine system in Florida and the South 
Atlantic and gulf states.

A SECOND MEETING LATER IN THE DAY 


After Which the Commissioners Say They 
Feel Greatly Encouraged, and Will 
Maks a Statement to the People. 


Washington, February 4.—The first in- 
terview between Secretary Foster and 
the Hawaiian annexation commissioners 
was held in the diplomatic parlor of the 
state department this morning and lasted 
half an hour. There were present Secre- 
tary Foster and Solicitor Partidge, repre 
senting the United States; Messrs. Thurs- 
ton, Wilder, Castle, Marsdon and Carter, 
Hawaiian. commissioners; Mr- Kinney, 
of Salt Lake City, who is present with 
them as unofficial advisor, and Dr. Mott 
Smith, Hawaiian minister, the latter of 
whom made the introductions. 

Mr, Thurston, on behalf of his associates, 
presented their credentials from Presi- 
dent Dale, of the previncial government, 
and supplanted them with a brief state- 
ment of events on the island whieh was 
the cause of their visit. 

Secretary Foster respohded in a few 
words of welcome, stating that the reason 
for the errand was well known to the people 
of the United States. : 

After an exchange-.of more social greet- 
ings, in the course of which the secretary 
expressed regret that he was unable to re- 
ceive the commission at his own house, which 
was closed in expectation of his departure 
for Europe next week, the interview closed 
with an engagement to meet again at 2 
o'clock this afternoon at the same place. 

The Hawaiian commissidners returned 
at once to their hotel, where they discuss- 
ed the question of making a statement to 
the peuple of the United States upon the 
subject of their mission to this country. 

‘he second interview between the Ha- 
waiian annexation commissioners and the 
secretary of state was held at the state 
department at 3 o'clock this afternoon. ‘It 
was even shorter than the conference of 
this morning, and quite as unproductive in 
results. There was some informa] talk 
over the annexation proposition, and this 
was. concluded by an agreement that Sec- 
retary l‘oster should again meet the com- 
missioners Tuesday morning nexé for an ex- 
tended conference. The commissioners, while 
they are suying very little on the subject of 
the ultimate accomplishment of their ob- 
ject, intimate that they feel very much en- 
couraged. No arrangement has been made 
for their reception by President Harrison, 
but this will probably take place in a few 
days as the recognition of the new govern- 
ment by this.country removes any hesitation 
the presidert might feel in giving the com- 
mission a formal audience. 

The Commissioners Feel Encouraged. 

Secretary Foster made public today the 
full text of the dispatch announcing the 
Hawhiian revolution received by him from 
Minister Stevens on the 28th of January 
by telegraph from San Francisco, and the 
answer he sent to the minister apacomee 
his course. Mr. Stevens's dispa to the 
secretary of state contains this sentence:

The announcement herein contained 
that representatives of all foreign govern- 
ments had recognized the provisional gov- 
ernment of Hawaii was evidently as much 
of a: surprise to the commissioners now here 
as it wus to the general public, as it may 
properly be construed to include the repre- 
sentative of Great Britain. The commis- 
sioners say they left Honolulu at 9:15 
o’clock in the morning of the second day of 
their departure, and up to fifteen minutes 
before that time they had not heard of the 
action of Great Britain’s representative, 
although they had.been in communication 
with the executive council before their deée- 
parture. They say it is probable that the 
British. minister had met the United 
States minister on the morning in question 
and had communicated verbally to him the 
information, that he had just before notified 
the officials of the new government of ‘the 
recognition, or that he intended doing so, 
which gave to Mr. Stevens grounds for the 
statement contained in his dispatch. This 
is the only way in which the commssioner 
ean account for the matter.. The commis- 
sioners say they have full power to negotiate 
a treaty of annexation with the United 
States and althongh they have not been of- 
ficially recognized by this government, yet 
they are encouraged to believe irom the 
manner in which they have heen treated, 
that a formal recognition will soon follow. 

Recoenized by All. 

Washington, February 4.—The statement 
is made tonight that all governments in- 
cluding Great Britain have recognized the 
provisional government of Hawaii. The 
Star says that: Secretary of State Foster 
and Secretary Tracy have admitted that 
the supposition heretofore entertained that 
the British government has withheld recog- 
nition vf the new government in Hawaii is 
incorrect. 


THE RIOT AT BOGOTA. 


About a Hundred Persons Were Killed—The 
Government Suppressing the Facts. 
Panama, via Galveston, February 4.— 
Private advices from Bogota are to the ef- 
fect that the recent riot was titich more 
serious than first reported.

Under this heading General Clement 
A. Evans has a detter In another column 
in which he gives some very convincing 
reasons why our city council should es- 
tablish a bureau of information. 

The general is widely known as a pub- 
lic-spirited and practical citizen. He is 
strongly opposed to what is called “boom- 
ing,” but he is interested in genuine de- 
velopment, and his views cannot fail to 
attract favorable attention. He endorses 
The Constitution's suggestion that we 
should have a municipal bureau of infor- 
imation that will furnish inquirers with 
immediate and full data concerning our 
city, and proceeds to show that the ef- 
forts of unassociated citizens cannot meet 
the requirements of the case. It is his 
idea that this bureau should be directed 
by the city council's committee on statis-

We heartily agree with General Evans, 
and it is gratifying to see a distingushed 
citizen of his high character and experi- 
ence coming to the frunt as the advocate 
of the best plan for the development of 
our city that has yet been suggested in 
a general way. 

We have more than once in the past 
few days called attention to the difficul- 
ties in the way of persons at a distance, 
or in the city for only a day or two, when 
they are seeking definite information. 
They have to go to the statehouse, the 
Chamber of Commerce, the real estata 
offices 
manufacturers, and éven then they get 
nothing more than a confused jumble of 
facts. Now, Atlanta is the metropolis of 
the new south, Northern and foreign cap- 
italists expect to find here all the data 
they are looking for, and they want it in 
convenient shape for reference. Without 
associated and systematic effort we can- 
not collect facts and present them im- 
pressively. As General Evans intimates, 
Atlanta does not want any “booming,” 
but she wants development, and those is 
no better way of promoting rc rnan to 
let the outside world know all about our 
advantages and inducements. It is to be 
hoped that our council will take hold of 
the matter without delay and establish a 
central office or bureau of information.

These are samples of several letters re- 
ceived, showing first, ‘the general circulation 
of The Herald; second, indicating the interest 
in the question as to what is expected of the 
democratic administration, and third, sug- 
gesting the danger of a conflict of sectional 
interests in the consideration of grave ques- 
tions to come before the next congress. 

It is about the latter point that an appeal 
to party reason will not be amiss. 

To those. who have been sufficiently in- 
terested in the drift of politics to follow the 
tendency of the time, the oft repeated argu- 
ment that the natural political aligment of 
the west is with the south, in that the in- 
terest of both are identical, is familiar. To 
those to whom the theory is advanced as an 
original proposition, it can be stated as a 
fact that for several years or more the argu 
ment has been industriously drummed into 
southern ears that with the great west the 
south must unite for mutual welfare and 
protection. 

Whatever may be said of it theze is no doubt 
that there is a strong sentiment, both in 
the south and west, building around this idea, 
and that i+ is very much more general now 
than it was a few years ago. It arises 
chiefly in the fact that in the great national 
cash book the balance has shifted so heavily 
to the side of the east, that the south and 
west, immersed in a sea of mortgage iIncum- 


brances, meekly turn to each other for assist- 


ance out of their common trouble. It grows 
out of the fact that the south and west are 
debtors, and the east is creditor, and that the 
trend of legislation has been in favor of the 
creditor and against the debtor, and just as 
certain as the financial policy which has con- 
trolled for twenty-five years continues, the 
overthrow of the party which further tolerates 
it is inevitable. There is no sense or reason, 
in time of peace, in shaping any great 
national policy on a war basis; and yet in 
the discussion of any question relating to the 
currency we find manifested as keen a spirit 
of favoritism for the monvy-lenders today as 
in the sixties, when the government was forced 
to plaster itself with mortgages to raise 
money. Then it needed it. Now it does not. 

But though there has long been a change 
in condition, the money-lenders, grown fat 
by federal favor, are still carrying on busi- 
ness at the old stand, and they expect the 
government to exercise toward them now the 
same liberality as when they were in a posi- 
tion tc absolutely demand thetr terms. Thus 
it is that, entrenched in power and with greed 
made rapacious by time, they storm from 
their breastworks any suggestion of inter- 
ference with the present condition of things, 
unless it be for the purpose of rendering 
still more impregnable the battlements behind 
which they are encased. A continuance of 
discrimination in their favor must be at the 
expense of the masses, as it has been ever 


since the war. But ‘the response*to the pro-% 


test entered by the democratic party fitly ex- 
pressed the verdict of the people on the 
subject. 

1 am not one of those who believe that in 
establishing closer relations with the west, 
the south will be any. less closely identified 
with the east, and especially with New York, 
which has so long been the Mecca of our com- 
mercial pilgrimages, and, in politics, so oftep 
with the south, that we feel for it an attach- 
ment which grows rather than diminishes and

That ‘“‘we don’t want financial relief—let us 
alone’’—may be advanced as an argument 
against action by those who, playing to the 
present and not the future, are unwilling to 
disturb existing conditions, but for every ten 
euch in the east there are a thousand in the 
south and west clamoring for reform in legisla- 
tion which has been for years, and which is 
pow, so manifestly in the interest of those 
who have capital and against those who 
have not, that even the east will not hold to- 
gether on the rock of such monstrous in- 
justice. 

For many reasons the people of the east are 
as much interested in democratic success and 
in the prevalence of democratic principles as 
in the prevalnce of democratic principles as 
are the people of the south. They should be 
willing therefore to listen, in reason, to the 
appeals of the democratic states of the south 
for such assistance as is absolutely necessary 
to insure that democratic solidity which has 
for years characterized the vote of the south- 
ern states. While it is true that there is not 
the same demand in the east for financial 
reform that there is in the south, it is equally 
true that unless the east joins the south in 
the recognition of the, justice of the demand 
for financial relief, the south will be forced 
to make such alignment as will guarantee the 
relief of its people from the burdens and in- 
equalities which are the outgrowth of the

According to the Chronicle the amount of cotton 
coming in sight on the Ist of February was 5,313,761 
bales, against 7,155,519 balea last year and 6,810,766 
in 1891. If the amount of cotton coming into sight 
atter this date is 50 per cent of last season the crop 
will be about 6,060,000 bales; if 40 per cent 6,450,000 bales 
This last estimate is now the current one, though the 
movement since January ist is upon a scale that points 
to a crop of 6,500,000 bales. Mr. Ellison’s annual re- 
view of the cotton trade is published in this issue of 
The Chronicle, and deserves close study and attention 
He states the weekly consumption in Europe during 
1892 to have been 162,000 bales per week, contrastihg 
with 168,000 bales in 1891, 164,000 bales in 1890 and 153,000 
bales in 1889. In other words, the-condition of trade 
has reduced the consumption of cotton below the con- 
sumption of 1890, the year of the Baring collapse. 
Without doubt the turning point in depressed trade 
conditions has been passed, but it will be some time be- 
fore the effect of the change will be felt in the con- 
suicption, the supplies of cotton goods carried in stock 
by manufacturers filling the increased demand. As a 
reanit of Mr. Ellison’s estimate, he states that the com- 
bined stocks at the mills and ports of Europe on Sep- 
tember 30th next will be 940,000 bales of 400 pounds 
each, a total of 1,313,000. bales less than in. 1892, and, in 
fact, smaller than in either 1891 or 1690. Theseconcla- 
sions, if confirmed, wou'd point to an improved de- 
mand from spinners for the remainder of the Ameri- 
can crop under ordinary circumstances, but ordinary 
circumstances are not influencing the cotton market 
at the present time, All the votes which have been 
taken upon the anti-option bill in the house indicates 
its peasage under the leadership of Mr.. Hatch when- 
ever he can command a two-thirds vote on Monday to 
take up the bill. The fate of the measure is com- 
pletely in the hands of the south, and will be passed 
or not as the southern members are directed by their 
constituents. The vote of the Missouri legislature in 
indorsing the action of Senator Vest in voting against 
the bill, though they had previously instructed him to 
vote for the measure, is very flattering to him, and 
shows.that close examination has convinced them of 
the correctness of his position. With the large demo- 
cratic majority in. the house, the preponderance of 
power is vested in the south; and, as previously stated, 
their votes will pass or defeat the measure. Depend- 
ing upon Europe to cuy 60 per cent of their great sta- 
ple, it would seem against their best interests to de- 
prive the market, either at home or abroad, of Ameni- 
can support, as this measure would do. The tendency 
to liquidate here has thrown cotton on the Liverpool 
market, end a decline of 3-6id is reported with sales of 
5,000 bales to spinners, and our cables state no settle- 
ment has as yet been reached in Lancashire. With us 
the buyers grow fewer dai'y asthe fact that they must 
sell their purchases before July ist, if the Hatch bill 
passes on Monday, becomes generally known, and our 
market declines when the comparison in the movement 
should bring about an advance.

NEW YORE, February 4—Liverpool this morning 
was lower in consequence of considerable long catton 
being thrown on the market and pressed for sale. Here 
the market opened slightly lower than last evening, 
though as the call progressed the market weakened, 
aad the late months showed a decline of 7@8 points. 
Liquidation of long cotton here continued throughout 
almost the entire day, and as the long interest is still 
quite large there is no reason why continued liquida- 
tion ‘should not have a further depressing influence. 
Cotton on ite merits at $,c¢ for March is certainly not 
high, and there are many who would feel inclined to 
invest in purchases.at current prices but are. deterred 
from doing se on account of the uncertainty existing in 
regard to the Hatch bill. If this measure should be 
satisfactorily disposed of there will be quite a demand 
for cotton, and a sharp upward movement would re- 
sult. However, if the indications point to a passage 
of the house the market will continue to decline in the 
absence of buyers. Our advices from Washington to- 
day are that Mr. Hatch will try the “suspension” plan 
on Monday, and believes he will secure the necesagry 
two-thirds vote. The opponents of the bill, however, 
claim be cannot get the two-thirds, as indicated by 
yesterday’s vote.
